nouncement is that General Penshine:

From the time the Ger- 
mans first discovered American troops 
in the trenches near the Rhine-Marne 
canal, every successive revelation of 
the American positions has been to- 
ward the west. 


The first discovery of the stars and 


stripes by the Germans was almost at 
the extreme western point of the 
French front, where it joins the Brit- 
ish.

line in Lorraine.

ritory seized by the Rumanians dur- 
ing the last Balkan war.

SENATE FOR NEVADA 


Lewon Text, Mark 5:21-43—Memory 


Ver«e, John 10:10—Golden Text, 
Matt 8:17—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D:M. Stearna, 


The two healings of this lesson were, 


like all others, samples of the king- 
dom when God shall have set his King 
upon bis holy hill of Zion; wtfen the 
King of Israel, Jehovah, shall be in the 
midst of her, and she shall not sec 
evil any more; when a King shall reign 
in righteousness, and the work of right- 
eousness be peace, quietness and assur- 
ance forever (Ps. 2:6; Zeph. 3:15; Isa. 
32:1, 17). When he brought Israel out 
of Egypt he said, "I am the Lord (Je- 
hovah) that healeth thee;" "I will take 
sickness away from the midst of thee" 
(Ex. 16:26; 23:25). Alt those forty 
years from Egypt to Canaan their rai- 
ment waxed not old upon them, neither 
did their feet swell because of their 
journeyings and the heat of the desert 
(Deut. 8:2-4). 
Notwithstanding all 


their cruel bondage in Egypt he 
brought them forth with silver and 
gold, and there was not one feeble per- 
son among their tribes (Ps. 105:87). 
This is the same Lord Jesus of whom 
our lesson tells us, who in the days, 
of his humiliation, as God manifest in 
the fiesh, was ever talking of his king- 
dom, and showing samples of Its health 
and peace aiid.prosperity. The healed 
ones of our lesson were a little girl, 
twelve years old, and a woman who 
had been for twelve years a sufferer. 
These two twelves interest me very 
much, as do the many twelves of Scrip- 
tare, and some day in the glory of his 
kingdom we shall understand. Mean- 
time I like to remember that when, as 
the Son of Mary, he was twelve years 
old, he said, "I mast be about my Fa- 
ther's business" (Luke 2:42. 49), so 
we should ever be about his business, 
here in his stead, seeking first and al- 
ways, the coming of his kingdom. The 
visit to the home of Jalrus to heal his 
little girl was delayed by the woman 
whose life had been ebbing away for j 
tweHe years, so we will first consider 
her healing. She had been a great 
sufferer, had spent all that she had, 
and was nothing bettered, but rather 
grew worse (vs. 26). Luke says that 
she liad spent all her living upon phy- 
sicians, and could not be healed bv 
any (Luke 8:43). Truly her case 
seemed hopeless. Then she heard of 
Jettus. What a blessed day that was 
for her; has anyone heard of Jesus 
through you? How can they believe 
unless they hear (Rom. 10:14)? As 
she heard of some of his wonderful 
works, she believed in him, and said, 
"If I may touch but his clothes, 1 shall 
be whole" (vs. 28). So with eager ex- 
pectancy. In all her weakness, she 
somehow pressed her way through the 
crowd, coming nearer and nearer to 
him tit) at last she stood behind him 
and, touched the hem of his garment, 
and instantly she was healed. What 
no RhyWeian could do, and no money 
could purchase, came to her freely in 
a moment, from him who is ever this 
same Jesus. 
Try to imagine it: 


twelve years a sufferer, and now a 
well woman! Oh, how he Just loved 
to do it for her. He knew all about it, 
he saw It all and felt it all, and now 
he would do more than she had 
dreamed of. He would speak to her 
personally a word of comfort. 
His 


disciples were surprised that he should 
ask, "Who touched my clothes?" for 
as Peter and the others said: "Mas- 
ter, the multitude throng thee and 
press thee" (vs. 31; Luke 8:46). But 
there 10 a great difference between 
touching or hearing htm as the crowd 
does, and touching or hearing him for 
a definite blessing or message to one's 
own self. As he looked round about, 
to see the one who had touched him, 
not that he needed to look, for he 
bne,w, but for her sake; she fearing 
and trembling, fell down before htm 
and told him all the truth (vss. 32, 33). 
Now hear him: "Daughter, b* of good 
comfort, thy faith hath made thee 
whole; go in peace" (vs. 34; Luke 
8:48). 
How exceeding abundantly 


above all she could ask or think! 
Could there be a happier woman? 
Could she ever forget that fare of lov- 
ing compassion, or those words? Now 
w« will follow him to the home of 
Jairus; but before we reach it mes- 
senger* come saying to Jairus, "Thy 
daughter Is dead. Why troublest them 
the master any further?" But before 
the broken-hearted father had time to 
regret the delay on the road, «• «oon 
as Jesus heard tbe word, he said to the 
ruler, "Be not afraid, only believe" 
(vss. S5, 36). How those five words 
have comforted me time and again 
tlutse many years I never can tell. He 
has spoken them to my heart so often. 
Among the precious "Fear nots" such 
as Gen. 15:1: Isa. 41:10,13; Joel 2:21; 
and many others have been a great 
comfort, but none more so than Mark 
5:3*.

The principal meaning of the an- 


nouncement is that General Penshine: 
has changed the direction of his troop 
movements. From the time the Ger- 
mans first discovered American troops 
in the trenches near the Rhine-Marne 
canal, every successive revelation of 
the American positions has been to- 
ward the west. 


The first discovery of the stars and 


stripes by the Germans was almost at 
the extreme western point of the 
French front, where it joins the Brit- 
ish. 


Now, 
however, General Pershing 


jumped back to the eastern end of the 
line in Lorraine. 
Von Hindenburg's 


uncertainty as to the point of the 
forthcoming American offensive is, for 
the present, hopelessly entangled by 
this policy of dodging about. 
From 


Chavignon, the 
westcrmost pojnt 


known to 
have been occupied by 


American troops, to Lorraine, is over 
100 miles. 
There are at least ten 


possible areas along that line where 
the American offenive might be con- 
centrated.

Germany's enforcement of a con- 


queror's peace upon Rumania shows 
that the German militarists are trying 
to make not only Rumania, but also 
Bulgaria, subservient to German con- 
trol. 
There are strong indications 


that Bulgaria is not to receive from 
Rumania that part of Bulgarian ter- 
ritory seized by the Rumanians dur- 
ing the last Balkan war. 


The district will probably be made 


over to Germany instead of Bulgaria.
